Estimate on 
Cotton Up 
in Arkansas 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Agriculture Department predict- 
ed today the Arkansas' cotton 
crop would be 1.5 million bales 
this year, 65,000 bales more than 
was predicted a month ago. 


The national cotton crop was 


predicted at 15,322,000 bales of 
>00 pounds gross weight, up 
:hree per cent from the forecast 
a month earlier. 


The department estimated Ar- 


kansas would produce an aver- 
age of 588 pounds an acre. In 
October, the indicated yield per 
acre was 562 pounds. 


Last year's cotton production 


in Arkansas was 1,450,000 bales 
acre last year was 512 pounds. 


The indicated national crop 


and the 1957-61 average was 
1,249,000 bales. The yield per 
compares with a department 
forecast that market demands 
from this "year's crop will total 
13.8 miion baes. Thus the crop 
would add to the oversupply. 


The national yield of cotton 


lint per acre was estimated at 
a record 516 pounds. 


Only Texas, 
California 
and 


Mississippi were expected to 
produce more cotton than Ar- 
kansas. 


In an accompanying report, 


the Census Bureau said 10,004,- 
627 running bales of cotton had 
been ginned prior to Nov. 1 
compared with 9,143,450 at the 
same date last year.

this has often been confused 
with assessment for local im- 
provements, Gill said. 


Generally, 
an 
improvement 


district of a first class city is 
given the authority to assess 
"all real property" within the 
city, the opinion said. 


Schools and churches must 


pay special improvement taxes 
when they benefit from the im- 
provements, just like any pri- 
vate landowner, Gill said. 


However, Gill ruled, munici- 


pal and state buildings are ex- 
empt because the Arkansas Su- 
preme Court has ruled that an 
assessment by one public body 
against another is a useless tax. 


Likewise, the United Stales 


Supreme Court has ruled that 
the federal government cannot 
be taxed by the state. This rul- 
ing dales back to an 1819 case, 
but 
subsequent rulings have 


broadened into federal immuni- 
ty from assessment.
